to the German admiralty.

Um'berto (7,600 tons)

pedoed on the voyage from 
Av- 


lona to Brindisi. It carried rein- 
forcements for Cadoriias' army at 
Viceuza, which were withdrawn 
from Albania, between 2,500 and 
3,000 men, of which few have 
been saved. 


Italy is in the throes of a seri- 


ous political crisis. The Salandra- 
Sonuini Cabinet, which is held re- 
sponsible for the war,by the con- 
servatives as well as by the social- 
ists, has abdicated because the 
parliament refused 
Salandra a 


vote of confidence and the Social- 
ists, charged him with originating 
the war demonstrations to 
force 


the king's hand. A national cab- 
inet has been formed by the hoary 
senior of the parliament, Paolo 
Boselli, an ardent war champion 
in the critical-May days of 1915, 
in which all parties are repre- 
sented, to prevent revolution. 


The Vienna War Press Head- 


quarters state that the 
Russian 


claims of captures are ridiculous- 
ly exaggerated for ulterior pur- 
poses:.- They are to boost the new 
Russian-loans in 'London and New 
York. It claims that the Russian 
losses iu men are 
doubly and 


three times as high as the Aus- 
trian. Berlin says that •• the Rus- 
sians are sacrificing their men in 
masses by entirely resultless at- 
tacks. 


In a cable letter 
from 
Bern 


(Swiss) a French parliamentarian 
is quoted to have-declared at Mar- 
seilles: "The 
war is practically 


won. The Germans would be glad 
to have peace if they could get it 
by withdrawing to.their, border, 
•but, we will not lay down 
our 


arms until the French 
tricolor 


waves over all German territory 
west of the Rhine and over Baden 
and AVuertcmberg." The French 
have toned down a bit. In early 
1915 we saw a wai chart, of 'the 
Matin, in which Prussia was re- 
duced to Brandenburg,' B.avaria 
to Oberfianken -md Saxony 
to 


Thuringia. 


One of the most able war .ex- 


pcits, tbt Swiss Colonel A. Muel- 
ler, in criticising the assertion of 
the French minister of war that 
the German army was loosing in 
effectiveness, declares that Ver- 
dun disproves him. The German 
Western army, as he has lately 
seen it, possesses the same spirit 
and battling power it had a year 
aio. Wherever he went along the 
Rhine he found big camps of re- 
serves under drill, a 
million of 


men streaming 'to the front. 


Dr. Reiuhard, the Baltimore 


physician, who served with the 
American Red , Cross in 
Serbia, 


has returned after a short sojourn 
iu Germany. He states that the 
German people is absolutely con- 
vinced of victory and cannot tie 
shaken in its confidence. Every- 
body-is following his pursuits as 
if there was no war. Germany 
has soldiers and 'bread enough to 
outlast the enemy, he says.

ID verses 16-18 ot our lesaon chapter 


we read ot nn evil spirit possessing a 
woman who, aa she followed Piul and 
bin friends, cried out, "These men are 
tliv Kmnts of tbe.Moft.EUiii.Oed. 


wlio~8l»bW unto" usMtiie'way aF'salva* 
tlon." She continued to do this many 
days, but Paul, being grieved by even 
so good and true a testimony from 
such a source and knowing bee to be 
cvotrotled by aa evil spirit, command- 
ed the spirit to come out of lie? In the 
name of Jesus Christ, and be did. It 
was certalnlyV.strange to hear such a 
tefitlmody from such a source, but an 
evil spirit in the synagogue at Caper- 
naum one day when Jeaus was pres- 
ent cried out, "I know.tliee who thbu 
art, 
the Holy One of God!" And Jesus 


commanded the spirit to come out of, 
the man (Mark L 23-20). 


Truth may be talked without being 


known In the heart, but the Lord reads 
the heart and does not want testimony 
from HI« enemies, Knowing the truth 
•bout the Lord Jesus docs not save 
any one, yet It may be that many 
thfnk they are saved because they be- 
lieve that Jcaus lived and died and 
row again and that He IB the Sou of 
-God.;;^nt-ijt'is;he that hath the Son 
of:;God::that hath life, and he that 
hath not the Son of God hath not life. 
Only such as receive Him become 
children of God (I John v, 12; John 
1.12). 


"When those who employed this wo- 


man and made money by her saw that 
tUa iourc« of Income was taken from 
them they Incited a riot against Paul 
and Silas and had them beaten aud 
cast Into prjaon, and the Jailer, having 
received a charge to keep them safely, 
put them In the inner prison and made 
their feet fast In the stocks (verses 
1&-24). There are some things right 
on the surface of this record, and one 
Is that people are apt to grow very 
angry if they are 
making money 


wrongfully and their business Is inter- 
fered with, .Compare the riot of the 
silversmiths at Ephesus In chapter 
rlr, and. then think of the opposition 
of the liquor dealers and all who dis- 
honor Jesus Christ to the work and 
teaching of Rev. William Sunday and 
all true evangelists; also the opposi- 
tion of those who profit by graft to 
those who desire righteousness. 


Then notice that if you won't let the 


devil help you lie will take pains to 
show you how he can hate you and 
persecute you. 
Compare Ju Ezra iv. 


1-5, the decided opposition of those 
who were not permitted to help In the 
work. There are still those who are 
-ready to help in many a good work if 
they may belong to the devil while 
they do It But If asked to renounce 
the devil and to receive the Lord Je- 
sus and pat their trust In His great 
sacrifice as the Son of God,- then one 
Is apt to witness the enmity of the 
carnal mind against God. 


How grand was the victory of faith 


In these men of God, who, with sore 
and bleeding backs and feet In the 
stocks, could praise the God whose 
they were nnd whom they served and 
talk with Him in heaven from their 
prison! Not only did the other prison- 
ers hear them praising God, but they 
were heard In heaven, and suddenly 
the earth was shaken, and the prison, 
too; 'prison ;doors were opened and ev- 
ery, one's bonds loosed f verses 25, 26). 
Oh, how great and wonderful is1 our 


God, 
the God of Israel, who only doest 


wonders! (Ps. Isxii, 18, 10.) As Bome 
one has said, these men had not Influ- 
ence enough on earth nt Fblllppi to 
save them from this shameful treat- 
ment (I Thess. il, 2) nnd from prison, 
but they had influence enough In 
heaven to shake the earth. It was 
midnight when they prayed and snne 
praises, but the God of Israel neither 
slumbers nor sleeps; He watches over 
His people night and day (Ps csil, 4; 
Isa. sxvll. 3). 


Not only was tho prison shaken, but 


the- keeper was so shaken when he 
saw the prison doors open that he 
would have killed hlmaelf if Paul had 
not cried out, "Do thyself no harm, 
for we are all here!" He was shaken 
.deep down in his soul, too, for, falling 
down trembling before Paul and Silas, 
he brought them out and said, "Sirs, 
what must I do to be saved?*' Then 
did Paul at this unexpected midnight 
service speak to him and to his house 
the word of the I/ord, and they be- 
lieved—that Is, they received the Lord 
Jesus Christ—and,, being saved, they 
confessed Christ In baptism and were 
all filled with rejoicing.
